MAKING STAINED GLASS 


ITS MANUFACTURE IS ONE OF THE 


FINE ARTS. 


Good K«sult« >"*ce»»ltate Close Atteatiom 


to Details — Design* Are First Drawn 
aud Tben Tinted—A .Small Window Can 
B« Put Uv for five or Ten Dollar*. 
Those who see the wonderful stained 


glass windows in our churches and the 
beautiful creations of the window 
builders' art which decorate stairway 
and hall in the artistic mansions along 
our boulevards seldom give a thought 
to the means by which these witching 
fancies come into being. 
Yet there 


is no branch of fine art mere intricate 
in the matter of manufacture or in 
which closer attention to detail is 
nec;ssary to sec-ire the desired results. 
The making of stained glass windows 
is not only a learned profession, but 
a handicraft, or rather a combination 
of several handicrafts, for it has many 
branches, the successful combination 
of which is necessary to secure the 
desired result. 


A stained glass window factory is 


like an enchanter's palace, a dream of 
beautiful color, a miracle of busy, hur- 
rying industry. 
Everywhere glass, 


glass; glass in the store room, in 
great plates, G to S feet long, 4 to 5 iu 
breadth, standing on edge in compart- 
ments, each kind to itself. Glass in 
smaller pieces in pigeon holes, like 
those of a desk, but S or 10 times as 
large; red glass, blue giass, green, 
violet, yellow glass; plate glass as 
rough as an unplaned board, smooth 
plate glass, highly polished and re- 
flecting light like a mirror. Glass of 
a hundred hues and tints; glass cloud- 
ed, mottled like the beautiful artistic 
marbles of which are made the altars 
in old cathedrals and the mantels in 
royal palaces. 


Diamond glass, fit for the manufac- 


ture of artificial gems; ruby, sapphire, 
amethyst, pearl, opal glass, rivaling in 
its hues the gems from which it takes 
its name. 
Glass overhead in boxes, 


sheets and cases; glass in transit, 
bandied to and fro by wizards 
as 


though it were so much sheet iron; 
glass being ground, polished, chipped, 
cut: glass under foot in bits and frag- 
ments of all sizes and colors; it is 
the realm of the glass magician, where 
the fragile material is worked into 
forms of beauty. 
' The making of a window is an intri- 


cate and delicate operation. 
In the 


first place, there must be a pattern. 
Sometimes this is planned, in a gen- 
eral way., by the customer, but mora 
frequently the would-be purchaser, 
whether the owner of a private house, 
the pastor of a church or the donor 
of a memorial window, contents him- 
self with an indication of what he 
wants and leaves the rest to the ar- 
tists of the factory. These first pre- 
pare a. design, outlining the general 
plan. The design is then tinted to in- 
dicate the colors of glass to be em- 
ployed in its construction. The color 
sketch proving satisfactory a plan of 
the proposed window is drawn of the 
exact size of the space to be filled. 


Every part of the pattern receives a. 


number and is also marked with cab- 
alistic figures to indicate the color 
and kind of glass to b.e employed. Tha 
plan is then cut into pieces of many 
different sizes, and 
every shape of I 


which the mind can conceive, and the j 
result is a heap of paper bits, having i 
no apparent connection with each oth- 
] 


er. The draftsman, however, has the 
secret of the combination, for he has 
preserved a duplicate sketch for the 
use of the men who, from the, scat- 
tered fragments, are to construct the 
window. 


The pieces into which the plan has 


been divided are passed on to the glass 
cutters, who take sheets of sufficient 
size, lay the pattern on the glass, aud 
with a diamond cutter reproduce the 
figure on the glass. This is not dene 
at once, nor at a single stroke, for 
there is always danger that the glass 
may break in the wrong place. Little 
by little the cutter slices away the 
glass, a piece at a time. With deft 
strokes he draws nearer and nearer 
to the bit of paper which is his pat- 
tern, breaking 
off 
the 
superSuous 


glass, sometimes with his fingers, 
sometimes with a pair of pincers, until 
the edges of the glass corespond to his 
pattern, when it and the completed 
portion are laid to one side and an- 
other pattern taken. 


When the glasscutters have 
done 


their work the piles of glass designed 
to enter into the composition cf the 
proposed window are passed on to ihe 
men who are to do the building. The 
pieces resemble a Chinese puzzle, and 
at first glance the eSort to bring or«f-r 
out of the confused mass of shapes 
and colors seems quits hopeless. 
BUT, 


the window builder has the key to the 
mystery in the shape of a. duplicate 


•^plan. This he lays fiat on his table, 


guided by its markings and figures, 
selects from his heaps of glass the 
pieces that he needs for his design, anu 
under his nimble fingers the window- 
begins to take shape and color. The 
pieces are united by cords, not of steel 
but of lead. 
The material for this 


purpose is a lead wire which has been 
drawn into a shape not greatly dis- 
similar from that of a railroad rail. 


On each side is a deep grove, into 


which the edges of the pieces cf glass 
are placed, while the lead, being read- 


ily b«nt, la curved here and thera 
round the different parts of the pattern 
until, having run from end to end, or 
from one side to the other of the win- 
dow, it is firmly secured into the 
frame. The pieces are then cemented 
to the lead to render the structure 
more solid, it is fitted into an outer 
frame and is ready to be placed in po- 
sition in the house or church. 


In connection with the manufacture 


of ornamental glassv.-ork there are 
many associated processes, not only 
interesting, but some of them extreme- 
ly curious. 
An immense amount ol 


"ground glass," for instance, is em- 
ployed not only in art glass windows 
but in oSces and other places v.-htre 
light is desired and yet where a cer- 
tain amount of privacy is considered 
necessary. The ground glass in doors 
and windows answers the requirement 
and is prepared in enormous quanti- 
ties. Formerly it was ground by hand 
the grinder with a hard stone block 
laboriously going over every portion 
of the plate until the desired effect had 
been secured. Later it was ground on 
a wheel, like a grindstone, and thus 
the process was greatly expedited. But 
machinery has still further lightened 
the labor of the grinder, and at pres- 
ent all glass is ground by the aid 
of the sand blast. 


The sheet is placed in a large re- 


ceptacle, iii outward appearance re- 
sembling a huge ice box. Within, 
through a number of tubss, a powerful 
blast is operated, carrying with it 
great quantities of fine, sharp sand, as 
white as snow. The sand" is driven 
with great violence against the sur- 
face of the glass, and the particles of 
quartz cut and tear away the surface 
of the glass and give it that beautifully 
smooth appearance which admits the 
light and yet not in sufficient quanti- 
ty to enable objects to be discerned 
through 
the 
pane. The prevailing 


characteristic cf the sand blast roora is 
dust, a fine white powdery dust, which 
rapidly turns gray all articles of cloth- 
ing and gives a uniform tint to .the 
skin of the face and hands. 


The presiding genius of this depart- 


ment wears over his nose a wool or 
fur protector, for the air is full of 
powdered ssnd and glass, and he does 
not care to make his lungs a recepta- 
cle for siles. Sometimes he nrotects 
his eyes with glasses or 
des 


wise precaution, for nothing is more 
harmful than the glass dust. 


The cost of ornamental glass work 


depends partly upon the quality of 
glass employed, partly on the design. 
Art glass is in many different grades, 
some scarcely more expensive than 
plain glass, some worth almost their 
weight in silver. The man who wants 
expensive glass must pay well for it; 
he who is content with a cheaper va- 
riety, almost as handsome, can have 
a window for a very few dollars. The 
elaborateness of the design has much 
to do with the cost of the window. 


A plain figure can be made cheaply; 


an intricate design, with many small 
pieces, is expensive. A small window 
made of the ordinary grades ancl in a 
plsin design, can be put up for So or 
$10; an intricate pattern may mount 
into the hundreds. All depends on 
the customer, for the art glass worker 
is In the business to please, and is 
able to satisfy every variety of taste 
and weight of pccketbook.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

They are 
slightly narcotic, and lull and calm 
the mind. Spinach is particularly good 
for rheumatism and gout, and also in 
kidney diseases. Onions are good for 
chest ailments and colds, but do not 
agree with all. Watercresses are ex- 
cellent tonics and cooling. 
Beetroot 


is very cooling and highly nutritious, 
owing to the amount of sugar it con- 
tains. Parsley is cooling and purify- 
ing. Potatoes, parsnips, carrots, tur- 
nips and artichokes are highly nutri- 
tious, but not so digestible as some 
vegetables. 
Potatoes are the most 


nourishing and are fattening for ner- 
vous persons. Tomatoes are health- 
giving and purifying, either eaten raw 
or cooked. Chili, cayenne, horseradish 
and mustard should be used sparingly. 
They give a zest to the appetite, and 
are valuable stomachics. Radishes are 
the same, but are indigestible, and 
should not be eaten by delicate people. 
—London Express.

ROUEN'S OVERHEAD FERRf. 


How a Freach City Solved a Bapid Tram* 


•it Problem. 


Just now, when so much is being: 


said of bridges and tunnels between 
Manhattan and Brooklyn, it is interest- 
ing to note how the city of Rouen, in 
France, has solved for itself, at least, 
the problem of trans-river communica- 
tion. The city lies on the Seine, but 
a short distance from the sea, and 
many of the conditions there are simi- 
lar to those prevailing in the North 
and East rivers here. 
In the first 


place, the Seine is very busy with 
shipping, and the chief aim of the en- 
gineers was to build a bridge that 
would 
least ictsrfere with naviga- 


tion. A draw was considered imprac- 
ticable because of the Celay that would 
follow its frequent opening and shut- 
ting, and a bridge 150 feet above 
\vater, so as to clear all shipping, was 
held to be too cosiiy oa account of the 
approaches. 
So 
the 
engineers 


planned an overhead ferry, or, as they 
call it, a "pont transbordeur," which 
is described in a report j=:st aicde by 
the American vice-consul at Houen. 


The structure is of especial interest 


as being the first of its kind, though 
the principle has been used before in 
some very small bridges. The essen- 
tial part of the system may be de- 
scribed as a horizontal railway sup- 
ported by a bridge spanning the chan- 
nel and built up at such a height as 
will allow the tallest-masted vessels 
frequenting the 
channel to pass 


beneath. The platform of the bridge 
carries the lines of rails over which a 
carriage on small wheels rclls, the 
number of wheels varying with the 
weight to be carried. The rollers are 
connected with a movable frame un- 
der the line of rails, which may freely 
move in a longitudinal direction quite 
close to the platform and from one ead 
to the other of same. In order to make 
this vehicle of practical use. iron rods 
or cables are attached to the frame 
above mentioned, the object of these 
being to carry a platform or carrier 
from shore to shore, hanging at the 
same level as that of the cuays on 
each bank, but in any case above high 
water and the reach of waves. 


There is thus a little railway for 


crossing the river, with this difference, 
that the body of the vehicle, instead of 
being above the rails and wheels as 
usual, is some 140 or 160 feet below 
these. It possesses, nevertheless, the 
speed and regularity of motion which 
can be obtained on any straight and 
horizontal railway line, with the ad- 
vantage that, thanks to its long sus- 
pension, this new kind of wagon en- 
joys a smoother motion than tlie best 
railway coaches. 


Any kind of motive power may be 


used to move the car. cable driven by 
steam, compressed air. gas, or. better 
still, electricity. But in the last case 
the dynamo, instead of being erected 
on shore, as the steam-engine, is pre- 
ferably placed on the movable frame, 
which it carries along with itself by 
means of a pinion • working into the 
teeth of a rack fixed to the bridge.— 
New York Post.

Disappearance of Sailor Jack.

RICHLY FREIGHTED BARQUES THAT 


FOUNDERED AT SEA. 


tfUf After Ship Ia«ea With Gold Hare

There is a popular belief that vast 


wealth lies buried deep between the 
sand and rocks of our coasts. 
Ship 


after ship, laden with ingots and coin- 
age, has struck on the British beaches 
and gone to pieces during the last five 
hundred years. 
From time to time 


hundreds of pounds' worth of gold has 
been showered on the seashores and 
picked up and used: yet caere still re- 
main something like eighty 
million 


sterling in gold and silver under the 
sea. 


When the Jonkheer Meester Tan de 


.Wall, a Dutch East Indiainan, struck 
the iron-bound sea-front of the Lizard 
many years ago, she went to pieces be- 
fore anything could ^>e done to save 
her. Some fishermen from Penberth 
Cove, while engaged in fishing up 
blocks of tin which formed part of 
the vessel's cargo, found a tin box ly- 
ing in sJx-fathom water. Being opened 
it was found, to contain coins to the 
value of £13.000. It is said that there 
are other boxes of gold, silver and 
banknotes lying among the rocks and 
sands where the ship sank. 


In 1874 a Spanish galleon 
went 


ashore near the lazard, having on 
board many thousands of 
pounds" 


worth of bar gold and money which 
Were being carried to London .for safe- 
ty during the unsettled state of af- 
fairs in Spain. The greater part of 
this vast wealth still lies awaiting 
recovery between the rocks, 
which 


have, even at low water six feet of 
.water over them. 
Seme years ago a company sank a 


shaft through the rock below high- 
water mark to try to recover the riches 
the sea solds so tight. It was im- 
agined that the waves after a storm 
would drive some portion of the buried 
specie in to the holes ?t the bottom of 
the shaft. Before the work was com- 
pleted, however, the sea broke in, and 
the shaft ht.d to be abandoned. An- 
other 
synmc-ate 
soon 
afterwards 


dragged the bottom of the sea in the 
Lizard district, but nothing of im- 
portance was found. The treasure is 
undoubtedly- there, for coins and ingots 
are being constantly washed ashore 
on the beach. 


Treasure to the value of a million 


and a half sterling, which went to the 
bottom of the sea with a Dutch gal- 
leon, lies awaiting recovery somewhere 
on the Chesll Beach, a long, narrow 
tongue of shingly land near the great 
convict station of Portland. 
This 


Dutch treasure-ship •was returning 
from the West Indies laden with pre- 
cious metal, and when coming up 
Channel was caught in a gale and driv- 
en into Portland Itace, where tremen- 
dous broken seas rage when there is 
any wind. Gradually she was carried 
towards Chesil Beach, and it did not 
take her long to dissolve into match- 
wood. The entire freight of gold and 
silver went to the bottom. Occasion- 
ally the fishermen are reminded of its 
existence by finding a, silver or gold 
bar or two on the beach. 


The Abergavenny, which was lost in 


a storm oft Weymouth, about the year 
1800. had on board several thousand 
pounds' worth of specie and jewels. 
In 1SOG a syndicate was formed, and, 
by means of a diving-bell, sixty-two 
chests of dollars, to the value of £70.- 
000, 
were fished up. 


Treasure of vast amount is supposed 


to lie under the sea in the Sara Bad- 
rig, a sunken causeway running miles 
out to sea from the Welsh coast. The 
story runs that a French treasure-ship, 
the Bretagne, struck on this death-trap 
of ships, and, caught by one huge 
wave, hurled completely over, to sink 
With all hands in deep water. 


Another case of total loss, involving, 


four and a half millions in gold coins, 
was the striking of the Infanta, a no- 
ble Spanish galleon, on the rocks of 
ilizen Head, near Bantry Bay, in No- 
vember, 1793. The nature of the coast 
renders navigation difficult, and not a 
single com has been brought to the sur- 
face. In all probability the treasure 
Will remain in the sea for centuries. 


The Czarina, having £3,000,000 in 


gold on board, foundered in 
Filey 


Brigg, on the Yorkshire coast, and 
another galleon was lost a few miles 
further south, near Bridlingtoa Quay. 
Thirty thousand pounds have been 
drawn from the sea's clutches at Brid- 
lington Quay, and the remainder lies 
awaiting the person who is able to res- 
cue it. 


The Gunfleet Bank, off the Essex 


coast, is thickly strewn with gold and 
silver, in coin and ingots, for the 
Vrouwe Polder, a 
Dutch 
vessel, 


emptied her cargo of half a million 
sterling in gold and silver there. 


About a century ago a 
Spanish 


treasure-ship, carrying a freight of a 
million sterling, was caught in a storm 
.near Beachy Head, and sank with all 
on board. The treasure lies in a deep 
hole over which a strong current runs, 
making it impossible for divers to de- 
scend. 


Much treasure-trove lies off the eoasl
